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(54) Title: TOILET SEAT FITTING 




(57) Abstract: A toilet seat (1) has a pair of fit- 
tings (2, 3) for fixing the toilet seat (1) to a toilet 
pan (8) without the need for a nut. Each fitting 
has a post (7) for insertion into an aperture (9) 
in the toilet pan (8). The posts (7) have a central 
rod (13) and a plurality of annular engagement 
members ( 14) which protrude sideways relative 
to the direction of insertion A into the aperture 
(9) and are resiliently deflectable rearwardly so 
as to frictionally engage the inner circumferen- 
tial surface (15) of the aperture (9). The engage- 
ment members (14) provide the greater frictional 
force in the direction opposite to the direction of 
insertion A than against movement in the direc- 
tion of insertion A. The post (7) protrude from a 
head (6) which engages the toilet pan (8) around 
the aperture (9). 
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
